More than 500 citizens of Co­ 
lumbia held a mass meeting in the 
high school auditorium there Fri­ 
day night to protest against the 
raise in water rates a* proposed 
by the Columbia water company. 
Protest was filed with the Public 
Service Commission. 
The n e w owners of the Get­ 
tysburg 
water company 
didn’t 
give the people of Gettysburg 
that opportunity. 
They showed 
their 
contempt for the Public 
Service Commission and water con­ 
sumers alike by doubling, 
and 
in some eases trebling, the cost 
of water to local consumers, mere­ 
ly by anounring that “the me­ 
ters were read wrong*’ under the 
old regime. 
They threatened to 
cut off t h e water supply if the 
local consumers didn't submit to 
the higher tax and “come across” 
within a short, specified time. 
Funny, isn’t it. that local me­ 
ters were being read wrong for 
years and that the error wa* dis­ 
covered b y the same local man­ 
agers and meter 
readers 
who 
previously read them wrong, just 
after the new “chain 
owners” 
took over supervision of affairs 
here? 
And if the old company made 
money, and paid a dividend to the 
water company stockholders with 
the income when the meters were 
read wrong, the enlarged income 
of the new company might he a 
matter for the Public 
Service 
Commission to inquire into of its 
own 
accord. 
(The 
commis­ 
sion’s chief duty, as we under­ 
stand it. is to protect a g u l l i b l e

At any rate, an explanation 
from the new owners of the local 
water system is in order, and The 
Gettysburg Times 
won’t 
treble 
its advertising rates in order to 
permit the company to explain 
things.
